Detroit, Apr. 10.—Sales of Gen- 
eral Motors passenger and com- 
mercial units to consumers in 
the United States during March 
totalled 98,174, an increase of 
over 106 per cent compared to 
the 47,436 units recorded in 
March last year. 

This represents a greater figure 
than any set in any month in the 
last two years, with the excep- 
tion of June, 1933, and takes one 
hack to June 1931, total) to find 
a mark to top the one reported 
for March.

Johnson Declares Against 
The Clause Outlawing 
Company Unions 


By WILLIAM ULLMAN 

Washington, Apr. 10.--Hearings 
on the Wagner Bill for the crea- 
tion of a permanent National 
Labor Board, among the most 
protracted and spectacular ses- 
sions of their kind, came to an 
end here yesterday. 


As the Senate Committee on 
Labor and Education retired 
from the limelight to ponder the 


voluminous record of objection 
and support for the proposal, the 
judgment of Washington gener- 
ally was that opponents of the 
bill had been successful in their 
fight. Doubt was voiced that the 
meusure receive a favor- 
able committee report; confidence 
that it would not be enacted at 
this session prevailed. 


Would 


Crowning the fight made by 
opponents of the bill was the 
statement made in a letter by 


Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, Recovery 
Administrator, just as the hear- 
ing ended. 

Guided by the formula enunci- 
ated by President Roosevelt in 
his settlement of the threatened 
automobile strike—in the negotia- 
tions of which Johnson played so 
large a role—the NRA chief de- 
clared flatly against the clause 
of the bill which was its particu- 
lar storm center, that which 
would outlaw company unions. 


“In my opinion,” Johnson wrote 
to Senator Wagner, author of the 
bill, “the government should not 
favor any particular form of 
labor organization. An informed 
labor democracy should settle the 
question for itself. On the other 
hand, while a company might 
initiate a form of company union, 
its activities should stop there.

When the committee sought 
available locations for the 1934 
show it was found that Cleve- 
land, close up in second place as 
a choice among cities, had re- 
cently completed a new exhibition 
building in which the entire show 
could be housed with even more 
space than in 1933 and under a 
single roof. The new Exposition 
Hall of the Public Auditorium 
will afford a larger amount of 
exhibit facilities than available 
last year, and all of it in one 
vast hall. The opportunity to 
utilize a building of this type in 
a city so strongly favored as 
Cleveland led to the unanimous 
decision of the committee to hold 
the 1934 show in the new Exposi- 
tion Hall in Cleveland, and the 
points in favor thereof were re- 
emphasized when the committee 
reviewed the entire situation at 
its meeting of Apr. 4. 

The committee also went over 
the hotel situation in Cleveland 
and found ample housing facili- 
ties are available.
